Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner left a message for Joseph E. Wrkich to request the filing of a Terminal Disclaimer. IVIr. Wrkich returned the 
call and stated that a Terminal Disclaimer would be filed by 22 March 201 1 . Applicant's representative contacted the 
examiner on 18 IVIarch 201 1 to further discuss the issues. The examiner stated that the claims of U.S. Patent 
7,908,088 required the same steps as the instant claims, and that instant claim 5 detects a specific interaction (as 
does independent claim 1 of the '088 patent). Thus, the instant claims would be obvious because fixing a probe to 
make the electronic sensor would be obvious, as would normalization. Normalization would obviously require the 
same steps as the assay. Therefore, fixing a probe and normalizing uses the steps of instant claim 1 prior to the assay 
of instant claim 5/'088 independent claim 1 . The examiner also indicated that Supervisory Patent Examiner Joe 
Woitach agreed with this assessment. The examiner left a voicemail message for Mr. Wrkich on 7 April 201 1 because 
no Terminal Disclaimer had been received. The examiner requested an update so that the next Office Action could be 
issued. Mr. Wrkich left the examiner a voicemail on the same day stating that the inventor was unavailable to 
authorize a Terminal Disclaimer and that an Office Action should be mailed. Upon further consideration of the '088 
claims, the examiner has decided that because the fixing of the potential of the electrolyte solution using the electrode 
is a step not required by the '088 claims, no double-patenting rejections will be made.
